The tan k fell in to a p it 
which was to hav e b een the 
fo u n datio n fo r an o ther tan k.

were feathers,” said a wo rk­ 
man who did n o t wan t to b e 
iden tified.

The So v iet Un io n ’s last mo o n 
p ro b e, Lu n a 18, crashed o n the 
lu n ar su rface—in the Sea o f 
Fertility —o n Sep t. 11. It was 
the Ru ssian s’ third su ccessiv e 
sp ace failu re. 


Lu n a 18 was lau n ched o n 
Sep t. 2. 
Rep o rtin g the lau n ch o f Lu n a 
19, Tass said: “The main p u r- 
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p o se o f the statio n is to co n du ct 
scien tific in v estig atio n o f the 
mo o n an d n ear-lu n ar sp ace 
fro m the o rb it o f an artificial 
satellite» 
“The statio n started to ward 
the mo o n fro m the o rb it o f an 
artificial satellite an d en tered 
in to a trajecto ry clo se to the 
calcu lated o n e.” 
Western scien tific o b serv ers 
had sp ecu lated that Lu n a 18 
wo u ld either dep o sit an o ther re­ 
mo te-co n tro lled v ehicle o n the 
mo o n o r attemp t to sco o p u p 
mo o n so il an d retu rn it to 
earth.

b o ld n ew in tern atio n al mo n e­ 
tary sy stem which wo u ld re­ 
du ce the do llar to the ran k o f 
o ther cu rren cies was p ro p o sed 
to day b y An tho n y Barb er, Brit­ 
ain ’s chan cello r o f the Ex ­ 
cheq u er. 
The p lan is desig n ed to make 
it easier fo r n atio n s to adju st 
their su rp lu ses an d deficits in 
wo rld trade. Also , Barb er said, 
it wo u ld imp ro v e the sco p e fo r 
in tern atio n al co n tro l b y the 
creatio n o f n ew reserv es. Su ch 
reserv es are co n sidered essen ­ 
tial fo r the p ro mo tio n o f wo rld 
trade. 
Barb er 
said 
the 
sy stem 
sho u ld b e b ased o n a n ew fo rm 
o f the Sp ecial Drawin g Rig hts 
(SDR) o n 
the 
In tern atio n al 
Mo n etary Fu n d (IMF). These 


first were created in 1969. 
He su g g ested that the do llar 
an d o ther cu rren cies b e defin ed 
in term s o f SDR. That is, a do l­ 
lar o r a p o u n d wo u ld b e so 
man y u n its o f SDR, rather than 
as a fix ed q u an tity o f g o ld. 
Dev alu atio n s an d u p ward re­ 
v alu atio n s o f cu rren cies wo u ld 
b e stated in term s o f SDR, 
rather than in terms o f g o ld o r 
do llars as they mu st b e n o w. 
Ev en tu ally , Barb er said, SDR 
co u ld b eco me the majo r asset 
which co u n tries ho ld as re­ 
serv es, in stead o f g o ld, do llars 
o r p o u n ds. 
He said arran g emen ts wo u ld 
b e n eeded fo r the co n tro lled 
creatio n o f n ew reserv es—what 
he called “adeq u ate b u t n o t ex ­ 
cessiv e liq u idity .” The n ew re­ 
serv es wo u ld b e in the fo rm o f 


additio n al SDR, created b y in ­ 
tern atio n al ag reemen t. 
Barb er p ro p o sed that, as at 
p resen t, o n ly cen tral b an ks an d 
mo n etary 
au tho rities 
wo u ld 
ho ld the SDR. Natio n al cu r­ 
ren cies wo u ld still b e u sed fo r 
o rdin ary tradin g . 
In a sp eech fo r rep resen ta­ 
tiv es o f 118 co u n tries o f the 
IMF, Barb er did n o t say wheth­ 
er SDR sho u ld b e defin ed in 
terms o f g o ld, as they are n o w. 
He su g g ested in tro du ctio n o f 
the p ro p o sed sy stem wo u ld 
elimin ate a majo r p ro b lem fo r 
the 
Un ited States. 
Ho w to 
chan g e the v alu e o f its cu rren ­ 
cy witho u t chan g in g the p rice 
o f g o ld. 
The p o ssib ility o f an eco ­

ROME (AP) — Free at last, 
Jo sef Cardin al Min dszen ty flew 
in to Ro me to day —b ack to the 
warm emb race o f the Chu rch 
who se ten ets he u p held thro u g h 
y ears o f trib u latio n . 
The Ro man Catho lic p rimate 
o f Hu n g ary had sp en t the last 
15 y ears in asy lu m at the U.S. 
dip lo matic missio n in Bu dap est. 
He left there to day , was driv en 
to Vien n a, an d came o n to 
Ro me b y p lan e. 
The Hu n g arian g o v ern men t 
an n o u n ced he was g o n e “fo r 
g o o d.” 
A statemen t fro m the Vatican 
said Po p e Pau l VI, mo v ed b y 
the in creasin g ly difficu lt co n di­ 
tio n s u n der which the 7 9-y ear- 
o ld cardin al liv ed, had asked 
him to accep t an “ho n o rab le 
so lu tio n ” o f his disp u te with the 
Hu n g arian Co mmu n ists. 
The statemen t q u o ted Cardin ­ 
al Min dszen ty as say in g the 
ag reemen t was “p erhap s the 
heav iest cro ss o f my life,” b u t 
that he was ready to lead “a 
life o f p ray er an d p en iten ce” in 
ex ile. 
The ag reemen t clo sed a chap ­ 
ter in the mo st famo u s an d p ro ­ 
lo n g ed disp u te b etween 
the 


chu rch an d a Co mmu n ist co u n ­ 
try . 
The Hu n g arian reg ime sen ­ 
ten ced the cardin al to life im­ 
p riso n men t o n charg es o f trea­ 
so n tracin g to his o p p o sitio n to 
the Co mmu n ists’ takeo v er at 
Bu dap est after Wo rld War II. 
He was freed b riefly at the 
time o f the Hu n g arian u p risin g 
in 1956, an d fled fo r safety to 
the U.S. missio n as So v iet 
tan ks su b du ed the reb ellio n . 
The o fficial Hu n g arian n ews 
ag en cy MTI said: 
“ In 
acco rdan ce 
with 
an 
ag reemen t b etween the g o v ern ­ 
men t o f the Hu n g arian Peo p le’s 
Rep u b lic an d the Ho ly See, Jo ­ 
sef Cardin al Min dszen ty left the 
territo ry o f Hu n g ary fo r g o o d 
o n Tu esday an d trav eled to 
Ro me.” 
The timin g ap p aren tly had 
so methin g to do with the third 
Wo rld 
Co u n cil 
o f 
Bisho p s, 
which o p en s at the Vatican 
Thu rsday . 
Relatio n s b etween the Chu rch 
an d the Hu n g arian reg ime hav e 
b een strain ed fo r y ears b ecau se 
o f the p relate’s ex ile in the U.S. 
missio n . 
There were o ccasio n al effo rts 


to wo rk o u t a so lu tio n , b u t the 
cardin al was adaman t in refu s­ 
in g to leav e his ex ile u n der co n ­ 
ditio n s which he in sisted were 
hu militatin g . The Hu n g arian 
g o v ern men t so u g ht to hav e him 
leav e the co u n try o n co n ditio n s 
he n o t sp eak o r write ab o u t his 
relatio n s with the reg ime. 


Last Jan u ary the cardin al’s 
clo sest frien d an d co n fidan t, 
Fran zisku s Cardin al Ko en in g o f 
Vien n a, rev ealed that the p ri­ 
mate had rep eatedly rejected 
in v itatio n s b y Po p e Pau l VI to 
leav e Hu n g ary an d, in so do in g , 
keep silen t ab o u t his arg u men t 
with the Hu n g arian Co mmu ­ 
n ists. 


Cardin al Ko en in g o ften v is­ 
ited Cardin al Min dszen ty in the 
U.S. missio n in Bu dap est an d 
was there ag ain recen tly . The 
Vien n a chu rchman o n ce said he 
tho u g ht Cardin al Min dszen ty 
wo u ld n ev er leav e Bu dap est

“We are n o t cru saders,” he 
said.

an d keep the v alu e o f the Ger­ 
man mark fro m risin g in rela­ 
tio n to the do llar. 
Eu ro p ean o fficials are almo st 
u n an imo u s in their v iew that 
the do llar sho u ld b e dev alu ed 
b y raisin g the p rice o f g o ld as 
p art o f the cu rren cy realig n - 


men t o f all co u n tries. 
They also are an x io u s to see 
the su rcharg e remo v ed. Bu t the 
Un ited States say s the su r­ 
charg e will remain in effect u n ­ 
til it receiv es assu ran ces that a 
$13-b illio n tu rn aro u n d in its b al- 
an ce-o f-p ay men ts deficit can b e 
achiev ed. 


In a sp eech to deleg ates o f 
the 118-n atio n Fu n d, Man ag in g 
Directo r Pierre-Pau l Schweit­ 
zer said to p p rio rity sho u ld b e 
p laced o n estab lishmen t o f a 
n ew schedu le o f o fficial cu rren ­ 
cy ex chan g e rates “to g ether 
with the ab o litio n o f the tem­ 
p o rary imp o rt su rcharg e im­ 
p o sed b y the Un ited States.

The Doctor Say s : 


By LAW RENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— Would you 
give us a write-up on piles, the 
tortuous bleeding kind. Please 
tell the best way to handle the 
situation if there is a best way. 
Dear Reader— Piles and 
hemorrhoids are the same 
thing. This is one of the oldest 
and'ittiost frequent problems of 
mankind. Piles comes from the 
Latin PILA meaning ball, a fa­ 
miliar sensation to the afflicted 
and, and hemorrhoid comes 
from Greek meaning blood flow 
or bleeding hemorrhoids. 
The main cause is gravity, 
and man’s upright posture may 
be one good reason to live in 
space, free of gravity. Animals 
usually do not have hemor­ 
rhoids. 
You can do a simple experi­ 
ment and understand why. Re­ 
move any constriction from 
around the wrist, then let your 
hand down at your side. Notice 
how the veins stand out. This is 
from the pressure of the blood 
below the heart. Now raise the 
back of your hand to the level of 
your eyes and see the veins col- 
laps. 
At points below the heart, the 
veins are put under pressure 
and distend, hence we have 
varicose veins in the legs, but 
not in the arms, and hemor­ 
rhoids (varicose veins of the 
rectum). In a cow, for example, 
the rectum is above the heart 
which is in the bottom of the 
chest and the cow won’t have 
distended veins or hemor­ 
rhoids. 
Anything that contributes to 
distention of the veins around 
the rectum can be a factor in 
causing hemorrhoids. Thus 
childbirth is a factor in women. 
Poor bowel habits with strain­ 
ing at the stool is a frequent 
factor. Poor muscle tone leads 
to distended veins. A person 
with 
poor lower 
abdominal 
muscle tone— “ the pot’’— often 
has poor tone of the seat mus­ 
cles and hemorrhoids. 
Hemorrhoids inside the mus­ 
cular sphincter (internal hem­ 
orrhoids) do not cause pain, un­ 
less they become so large they 
protrude outside, then you will 
know it. Internal hemmor- 
rhoids cause bleeding. Some­ 
times they can be treated with 
injections that fibrose or scar 
the dilated veins. This usually 
takes several injections. This 
treatment cannot be used for 
thrombosed (clotted) or pro­ 
truding hemorrhoids. If the 


condition is very severe the 
only successful treatment is 
surgery. 
Hemorrhoids outside the 
sphincter muscle (external 
hemorrhoids) cause pain be­ 
cause there are lots of nerve fi­ 
bers here. These are the only 
ones that you can do anything 
about with self-treatment. De­ 
spite 
enthusiastic 
claims, 
medications cannot “ end,” 
“ heal’’ or “ provide lasting re­ 
lief.” The Federal Trade Com­ 
mission has been trying to curb 
flagrant, false advertising by 
permitting only claims for tem­ 
porary relief of pain, itching 
and burning. 
Don’t try to self-treat what 
you think are hemorrhoids or 
piles. Sometimes the increased 
pressure on the veins is a tumor 
in the rectum, requiring imme­ 
diate attention. Bleeding de­ 
serves immediate examination. 
If you must treat yourself, you 
can get temporary relief from 
an ice cube, local application of 
witch hazel or soaking in a hot 
tub twice a day. These are as 
effective or more so than most 
highly touted, expensive, ad­ 
vertised medicines. But go see 
your doctor.

Ev en tu ally , the co mmittee go t 
to gether with screw thread p eo p le 
fro m a do zen fo reign co u n tries an d 
fo rmed the “In tern atio n al Screw 
Threads Stan dards Co mmissio n .” 
At the en d o f 50 y ears the gro u p 
which had b een set u p fo r six mo n ths 
was still go in g stro n g an d had sp en t 
fo r ex p en ses ap p ro x im ately $5 
millio n . 
To day — so Clark tells u s — it is 
still go in g stro n g, its b u dget is ab o u t 
$250,000 a y ear an d it n o w has three 
in tern atio n al co n feren ces a y ear in 
which to p articip ate — n o t a b ad 
reco rd fo r gro wth fo r an agen cy 
which was su p p o sed to b e temp o ­ 
rary .

Yet p ro fits an d risks are as in sep ar­ 
ab le as the Siamese twin s. Witho u t 
o n e y o u can n o t hav e the o ther. An d 
risk fo r p ro fits is the key to jo b -giv ­ 
in g. 
The risk, with the lo sses that can 
acco mp an y it, has made o u r p ro g­ 
ress p o ssib le. Fo r we liv e n o t o n ly in 
a p ro fit sy stem b u t a lo ss sy stem, 
an d it is p u re ho ku s, ho key , ho ku m 
to ign o re ho w ghastly the lo sses can 
b e. 
This is the same o ld p o litical rac­ 
co o n with ju st an o ther rin g aro u n d 
its tail.

Falcons 
charged 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — The 
Atlanta Falcons p ro football 
team has been charged in a 
federal su it with v iolating P res­ 
ident Nix on’s wage-p rice freeze 
by boosting the p rice of 1971 
football tickets. 


The Ju stice Dep artm ent ac­ 
tion was the nation’s third su it 
and the first in the eight-state 
Sou theast region arising from 
the economic m easu res taken 
by the President to restore the 
national economy . 


Secretary of the Treasu ry 
John B. Connally , chairm an of 
the Cost of Liv ing Cou ncil, said 
he was “disap p ointed that su ch 
a 
flagrant 
v iolation 
of the 
wage-p rice freeze shou ld occu r 
in the world of p rofessional 
sp orts, which has benefited 
from widesp read p u blic su p ­ 
p ort.” 


Connally , who has adv ocated 
“get-tou gh” enforcement p olicy 
du ring the freeze, added that 
he is “hop efu l the owners of the 
Falcons will not p rolong this 
case and will q u ickly m ake res­ 
titu tion to their many loy al su p ­ 
p orters.” 


Officials of the Atlanta team 
were not talkativ e Monday im ­ 
m ediately after the su it was 
filed. “ I hav e no knowledge of 
it (the su it),” said Frank E. 
Wall, p resident of the National 
Football Leagu e clu b. He de­ 
clined fu rther comment. 


Another team official said 
fans hav e been encou raged to 
hold their ticket stu bs u ntil the 
disp u te is resolv ed. 


A federal attorney attached 
to the Sou theastern regional 
headq u arters of the Office of 
Em ergency 
Prep aredness in 
Atlanta said the team was cited 
for increasing u p p er and lower 
lev el seating cost from $6 to 
$7.5 0 and boosting clu b lev el 
seats from $10 to $12.5 0. 
William P. Gaffney , assistant 
U. S. attorney , said Falcon offi­ 
cials 
hav e 
estim ated 
they 
wou ld be req u ired to refu nd 
$38 0,000 to fans who hav e a t­ 
tended 
two 
gam es 
already 
p lay ed by the team and those 
who hav e made seating a r­ 
rangem ents for other matches 
to be p lay ed du ring the rem ain­ 
der of the 90-day freeze. 
The Falcons Satu rday filed 
su it in the sam e cou rt seeking 
a declaratory ju dgem ent that 
the ticket p rice increase does 
not 
v iolate 
the 
wage-p rice 
freeze order.

Three y ears ago, a grou p of 
stu dents at Dartmou th College, 
assembled 
by 
Howard 
Bad 
H and, 
D w ay ne

B u ckanaga, dem anded th at 
school 
officials 
stop 
e n­ 
tertaining fans at home football 
gam es by emp loy ing u nder­ 
gradu ates, dressed as Indians, 
to do im itations of war dances 
along 
the 
sidelines 
and 
at 
midfield du ring halftime. 
The stu dents said that the 
p ractice was demeaning to the 
American Indian, and that they 
were insu lted becau se the tribal 
cu stom s of their ancestors were 


being u sed to feed the fantasies 
of the insensitiv e, before leav ­ 
ing, they also su ggested that 
Dartmou th consider changing 
its nickname to something less 
“racist” than “The Indians.” 
School officials, after sev eral 
m eetings 
on 
the 
su b ject, 
decided to retain the nicknam e, 
bu t to abolish the 
Indian 
m ascots. 
“ The m ascots had 
been 
jeered and lau ghed at for y ears 
and we ju st decided to p u t an 
end to that kind of nonsense,” 
said Bill Yellowtail, a stu dent in 
the American Indian stu dies 
p rogram at Dartmou th and a 
m em ber of the grou p . “The old 
grads, esp ecially , u sed to get a 
big kick ou t of them ev ery tim e 
they ’d come back to see a 
gam e; they ’d p oint them ou t to 
their kids or to their grand­ 
children, ju st like they ’d p oint 
ou t a monkey at the zoo, ‘Look, 
look, there it is, the Indian.’ To 
this day , a lot of the old grads 
ju m p on u s for what we did; 
they say we destroy ed one of 
the school’s oldest and most en­ 
joy able sp orts traditions. 
“ Bu t we feel we did ou r p art 
in elim inating another false 
illu sion. Too many p eop le in 
this cou ntry still think of In­ 
dians as sav ages doing war 
dances and wearing feathered 
headdresses and hav ing two- 
word v ocabu laries, ‘How’ and 
‘Ugh.’ Peop le in sp orts are as 


resp onsible 
as 
any body 
for 
p erp etu ating 
these 
illu sions, 
with their Indian nicknames 
and their Indian mascots and 
their Indian halftim e show. I’v e 
often wondered to my self if the 
p eop le who owned these team s 
ev er stop p ed to think what goes 
throu gh the mind of a 10-y ear- 
old Indian kid on a reserv ation 
in North Dakota when he p icks 
u p a sp orts p age and reads a 
head line, 
‘R edskins 
Scalp 
Chiefs’?” 
The Association for Am er­ 
ican Indian Affairs, in Man­ 
hattan, is hardly ecstatic ov er 
the nu mber of sp orts team s in 
the cou ntry bearing nicknames 
allu ding to the American In­ 
dian. Six p rofessional team s 
and 97 colleges, according to 
the Blu e Book of College 
Athletics, hav e Indian nick­ 
nam es, ranging from Redskins 
(Washington, National Football 
L eagu e) 
to 
Choctaw s 
(M ississip p i 
College) 
to 
Scalp ers 
(Hu ron, S.D., 
Col­ 
lege). Jeffrey 
Newman, 
a s­ 
sistant director of the Asso­ 
ciation, said: 
“ If we had 
the money , we 
wou ld file 
su it against ev ery 
college and p rofessional team 
in the cou ntry with an Indian 
nicknam e we fou nd offensiv e. I 
think the first team we wou ld go 
after wou ld be the Atlanta 
Brav es; if any team in the 
cou ntry 
is 
ex p loiting 
the 


American Indian for its own 
p u rp oses it is this one. It is 
ou trageou s, I feel, to hav e a 
man dressed as an 
Indian, 
sitting in an alleged tep ee ou t­ 
side the ou tfield fence, doing a 
silly dance ev ery tim e some 
p lay er hits a home ru n. Ev en 
the nam e they gav e him, Chief 
. . . something or other, is dis­ 
crim inatory . Wou ld they hire a 
black m an to sit in a tarp ap er 
shack ou t there and come ou t 
p icking cotton ev ery time a 
p lay er hit a home ru n? No, they 
wou ldn’t dare.” 
(The 
m an 
p ortray ing 
the 
Indian in Atlanta, Lev i Walker, 
said that he is an American 
Indian, 
by 
b irth , 
and 
a 
showman, by p rofession. He 
said he has nev er been crit­ 
icized for his act, bu t that he 
was aw are of a faction among 
Indians “ that was try ing to do 
away with the feather - leather - 
skin - 
and-beads 
im a ge .” 
Walker also said that he does 
not feel he is ex p loiting the 
American Indian; that his war 
dances are au thentic “in a 
sense,” 
and 
that 
his 
most 
ferv ent followers are y ou ng 
p eop le—“ I get more fan mail 
from kids than most of the 
p lay ers on the team .’’) 
“The dangr in these shows 
and m ascots,” said Newman, 
“is this: They keep aliv e false 
my ths 
abou t 
the 
American 
Indian . . . y ou know, being a 


sav age and a warmonger and, 
alway s the aggressor. You ng 
p eop le, like the white, middle- 
class, su bu rban kid who may 
nev er meet an Indian in his 
entire life, 
are 
p articu larly 
v u lnerable 
to 
them . 
Su b­ 
consciou sly he’s dev elop ing an 
inaccu rate image of what In­ 
dian p eop le are, and were. The 
sam e kid wou ldn’t think of 
calling a team the ‘B lack- 
skins’ or the ‘Yellowskins,’ bu t 
he has Redskins’ p ennants on 
his bedroom walls. 
“ I hav e also fou nd that, while 
the sp orts Establishm ent ex ­ 
p loits Indian nicknames and 
mascots, it giv es nothing back 
to the Indian. I liv ed in a small 
re s e r v a tio n, 
M enom inee 
Cou nty in northern Wisconsin, 
for sev eral y ears and the Indian 
kids there wou ld hav e lov ed to 
p lay baseball and football and 
basketball. Bu t their p arents 
had enou gh trou ble bu y ing food 
and clothes for th em ; there 
were no baseballs or glov es or 
sp iked shoes arou nd at all. I 
tried to form a Little Leagu e for 
them and I contacted the Little 
Leagu e p eop le in W illiamsp ort, 
Pa., for some help . Well, I was 
astonished becau se the p eop le 
there ju st didn’t giv e a dam n; 
they w e re n’t inte re ste d in 
help ing u s at all. So we formed 
ou r 
own 
leagu e 
and 
we 
scrou nged u p old 
bats 
and 
hand-me-down baseballs and

the kids had a hellu v a tim e; 
they ev en beat the local Little 
Leagu e team at the end of the 
season. 
“Somebody once asked me if 
Indian children look u p to and

America? I said I didn’t think 
so for two reasons: First, there 
are v ery few of their own kind 
in sp orts, a Sonny Six killer, a 
Jim Plu nkett, a Johnny Bench, 
may be, and th at’s abou t it and, 
second, how can y ou ex p ect a 
kid to identify with any one 
when he has so little self- 
resp ect?”
